2 INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 1 AND 1 2 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Each of documents D1-D5 (see the passages cited in the international search report) 
discloses an animal chew comprising gelatinized starch having a gelatinization level 
of 1 00%. Therefore, these documents implicitly teach that the lasting time of these 
chews must be increased, as in present claims 1 and 12. 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-11,1 3-19 

Dependent claims 2-1 1 , 13-1 9 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
